Many more persons are at work 
today in the citrus industry than 
a month ago and in rapidly in- 

{creasing numbers, pickers and 

packers will scon be handling the 

district’s largest orange crop. 
Picking cf navels has been start- | 





ed on a small scale in various parts 
of the district and more picking 
will be under way during the next 
10 days. 

The associations affiliated with | 
the California Fruit Growers Ex- | 
change are preparing for one of 
the most active harvest seasons in 
history. The other packing houses 
are also getting ready to handle 
many shipments. 

Rather than a_ tremendously | 
large crop of small-sized fruit, the 
outlook today is for a large volume 
; cf good-sized oranges, The rain of 
last month is recognized as an im- 
pertant factor in the langer sizes. 

“The rain that fell saved grcw- 
ers thousands of dollars in irriga- 
tion,”” said John P. McCoy. ‘“Con- 
tinuation of the drought period 
and low humidity restricted 
growth and all fruit trees were 
greatly benefited by the intermit- 
tent rains which soaked well into 
the gcil.”

The legislative council, whose personnel usually is drawn 
from the state Jaw making body, is constituted to develop a 
program of legislation between the adjournment of one session 
and the opening of the next, explains Allen. It meets periodie- 
ally to analyze the publie demand for action on various issues, 
to formulate the legislative program, and to provide for scien- 
tifie fact finding and competent bill drafting needed to real- 
ize accepted objectives. inal decisions, of course, are made 
by the state legislatures | 

The vital need for such advisory bodies is becoming more | 
and more apparent, according to the former United States sen- 
ator. Four legislatures meet annually, 43 biannually, and one 
quadrennially; consequently, legislators haye mueh to do in 
their infrequent sessions which often are limited in length. In 
1937. state law makers considered 50,000 legislative proposals, 
made 12,000 enactments. Yet only 58 per cent of them had any 
previous legislative experience. The legislative council would 
help them make laws more intelligently, Allen declares, for it 
has worked well in Kansas and other states. 

“Creation of a little legislature within a legislature eom- 
plicates rather than simplifies the legislative process in state 
governments, ’ objects Walker. The legislative ecouneil is pure- 
ly a stopgap device and nothing more. Therein lies its weak- | 
ness, its inability to get at basic evils. If we are to get at 
basic evils in the legislative departments of state governments, 
we must make more drastie changes despite 


the fact that an- 
tiquity throws an odor of patriotic sanctity around institutions| 
and practices which never would be tolerated if suggested by 
eontemporary statesmen. 

‘What our state legislatures need today is not a stopgap 
device like the legislative council, but instead a complete over- 
hauling,’ Walker concludes. Transformed into unicameral 
houses with fewer but more capable and responsible members 
who represent citizens and not maps, our state legislatures could 





become the most perfectly functioning legislative bodies in the 
world.”’
